HE first meeting in reference to the foundation of this 
1 was held on the 17th of April, 1822, in the building 

which had been erected for St. Thomas' Methodist Episco- 
pal Church on the lot now occupied by St. Stephen's. This first 
building stood back from the street, and was much smaller than 
the edifice that superseded it. Bishop White was Chairman, 
and Joseph R. Ingersoll, Secretary. It was determined to form 
a congregation and buy the building, and Edward Shippen Burd, 
Charles N. Bancker and Joseph R. Ingersoll were appointed the 
committee for the purchase. Another committee was also ap- 
pointed to obtain contributions and pew-renters. Its members 
were Samuel Hazlehurst, E. S. Burd, Robert E. Griffith, J. R. 
Ingersoll, John Goddard, Richard Dale, T. Barton Zantzinger, 
John C. Montgomery, Clement C. Biddle, Thomas J. Wharton, 
James J. Skerrett. 

The corner-stone of the new church was laid by Bishop 
White on May 30th, 1822, William Strickland being the archi- 
tect. A portion of the old building in the rear was used, but it 
was substantially a new edifice that was erected. The conse- 
cration took place on February 27, 1823, Bishop White officiating. 
Bishop Hobart of New York preached the sermon. On March 
5th the Rev. James Montgomery was put in charge of the con- 
gregation. The parish was received into union with the Con- 
vention on May 14, 1823. 

The first meeting of the Vestry of the fully organized parish 
was held June Ist, 1823. Present, Messrs. J. R. Ingersoll, Samuel 
Hazlehurst, Robert E. Griffith, T. B. Zantzinger, Levi Ellenaker, 
J. S. Skerrett, John Swift, H. J. Lewis, T. J. Wharton, E. S. 
Burd, Dr. Chapman and Edmund Willcox. After organizing 
by electing J. R. Ingersoll and Samuel Hazlehurst wardens, the

vestry elected Mr. Montgomery rector. By purchasing and 
tearing down a store on the lot adjacent to the church on the 
north, an undesirable structure was removed and a graveyard 
secured. The parish immediately became one of the most 
prominent in the city.

The two families that have been the pre-eminent benefactors 
of the parish are the Burds and the Magees. To Col. Edward 
Shippen Burd and his widow, Mrs. Eliza Howard Burd, the 
church is indebted for the beautiful memorial monument, the 
Angel of the Resurrection, the recumbent effigy of Col. Burd, 
the baptismal font and a generous bequest. The greatest of 
Mrs. Burd’s gifts was the erection and endowment of the Burd 
School for fatherless girls, under the charge of the Rector and 
Vestry of St. Stephen’s. 

To the Magee family the church owes the mosaic over the 
altar, the Magee Memorial windows, the Eliza J. Magee Mem- 
orial Organ, and many generous gifts and bequests to the endow- 
ment fund. 

The last survivor of this family of benefactors is Miss Anna 
J. Magee, who has almost remade the edifice in her generous loy- 
alty. Beginning in 1917 with the presentation, in memory of her 
sister, Miss Fanny S. Magee, of a new chancel, reredos and chancel 
furniture, after designs of Louis C. Tiffany, she reconstructed, 
redecorated and refitted the entire interior with the aid of the 
same artist, in 1918. Since that date she has extended her care 
to the exterior of the church, and after giving the large front 
windows, and covering the church with a new roof, has this 
winter put the exterior in the best possible condition for this 
anniversary, and extending her care beyond the church to the 
new rectory, has contributed $10,000 towards the expense of its 
alteration and equipment.. This centennial anniversary finds the 
church through her gifts “adorned and beautified,” both within 
and without. 

With such an equipment the congregation is prepared to 
face with courage the task of erecting upon the site of the burnt 
Sunday School building a Parish Building that will also be a 
Community House for the neighborhood. 


The following is a statement of the repairs on the church 
which are to-day formally presented to the congregation by Miss 
Magee: 


After cutting off the plaster and removing the iron fire escape, 
the whole south wall has been covered with durable concrete. 
The stone of the entire front has been chiseled and repointed. 
The upper windows of the towers have been covered with copper 
louvers, and the lower windows, seven in all, filled with a new 
stained glass from the D’Ascenzo Studios. The whole exterior 
of the building has been replastered where needed, repainted 
and the woodwork repaired. The pavement around the church 
has been reset in front and on the north and south sides replaced 
by cement. The handsome new front doors should be specially 
mentioned. New granite steps have also been laid. 

The new lights that illumine at night the windows in the 
reredos are the gift of Mrs. H. H. Barton, in replacement of the 
lights given by her husband, for the same purpose, which were 
destroyed in our recent fire.
